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The British Election 


On the morrow Britain’s democratic 
system of government will function as 
freely as ever before, with a Labor Gov- 
ernment reportedly uneasy and trembling 
in its work boots. 


There are many analyses for Ameri- 
cans to read and there are portents such 
as, for example, the elections in New Zea- 
land and Australia, where the long-estab- 
lished Labor governments were uncere- 
moniously thrown out of office by elec- 
torates whose political wills obviously 
had not been bought or dulled by long 
years of semisocielist government. Indeed, 
the will to remove officials from office 
seemed to have been whetted. 


In preparing to take a look at the 
British Slection cf tomorrow, it must be 
noted that neither in Australia nor New 
Zealand were the welfare state provisions 
abolished, and that in the British Isles 
themselves not even the gallant and, we 
think, magnificent Winston Churchill is 
proposing to undo any of the socialized 
programs save the nationalization of steel, 
which act has not yet gone into effect. 
His proposal is to retain that for free 
enterprise, and to halt all other nationali- 
zation. But, even as he speaks up for 
other programs of the Labor Government, 
he says simply, and with logic, the free 
enterprise system can do the steel job 
better and with less expense and delay. 


The vote, say all the experts across the 
seas in the “tight little Isle,” will be close. 
The London Economist, with an excellent 
reputation for hewing to the line of facts, 
very properly points out that even a very 
close election in popular votes may easily 
mean a very comfortable parliamentary 
majority. _ 

The American observer must con- 
stantly keep before him that while Britain 
has parties, and that while the Conserva- 
tives, Labor, the Liberals and Communists 
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are offering candidates, there is no voting 
by parties in the sense that we have party 
primaries and select nominees. Not even 
the ballots carry a single reference to the 
candidate’s affiliation. The candidates are 
certified by local boards, who do not refer 
in any manner to their party affiliation. 

The election is, therefore, not one in 
which a Prime Minister and members of 
Parliament are elected by a majority. 
There are so many individual elections 
that it is possible for the Conservatives to 
come within a few hundred votes of win- 
ning the popular vote and yet be defeated 
heavily in the members elected. 

Polls show, according to» The London 
Economist, that in Britain, as in Australia 
and New Zealand. it is women, impatient 
with rationing, who have most. deserted 
Labor. The Conservatives have the great- 
est strength among the 50-64 age group 
and the smallest in the under 30s and over 
65s. This is, incidentally, a situation which 
confronts the Republican Party in the 
United States today and, in part, accounts 
for its decline. 

The crux of the election, from the view- 
point of the United States, is that a 
“Churchill majority” of members may be 
elected. This could set off a dangerous 
psychological reaction in this country. It 
would mean, of course, the halting of a 
trend. But it would be wise to keep in 
mind that Churchill has accepted, and in- 
dorsed, all the social legislation now in ef- 
fect, and plans merely to halt it where 
itis. The issue is not the same as that pre- 
sented vis-a-vis the Republican policy and 
that of the Truman administration. 

Nor should a close Labor victory be 
psychologically accepted as an outright 
okay of the party’s socialistic plans. It 
would mean only the people were willing 
to give them three or four more years to 
work at the job of recovery. The lesson 
of Australia.and New Zealand remains.

naivete of a girl believing in fairy stories. Her entry is refreshing to Georgia’s political scene, which 
has become encrusted with manipulation of country bosses and hotel-room picking of candidates. 
The young country mother apparently has been teaching her children that in this country every 
person has an opportunity to become President, and then has taken this literally. She ran for Coun- 
ty Commissioner in a field of 11 men and was elected. Now she is running for Governor—and the 
Yield may find nine men and two women. Those persons who have run for Governor will give Mrs. 
Hungerford one important bit of information, however—the State of Georgia is much larger for cam- 
paigning purposes than the County oi Jones, in which she conducted a house-to-house campaign. , 


Pat was told that it was too late for a rela- 
tively well-known candidate to run this year, 
much less virtually an unknown on a Statewide 
basis. She was told that it takes months and 
years of carefully planned publicity and civic 
club speakings to build a person into a candi- 
date for Governor ... either that or the in- 
heritance of a political name. She was told that 
if she tried to make a short-cut she would have 
to turn herself over to some king-maker.

There is one thing the atom bomb had done 

- for us. What it did is now accelerated by the 

™ awful, burning, searing fact of the hydrogen 

bomb which can sear and consume an area as large as Georgia, 

which is the largest State East of the Mississippi, in one white-hot, 
final blast. 

What it has done is, first of all, scare us all pretty bad. It 
has caused even the proudest and the most secure among us to 
separate his material self from his spiritual. For the first time a 
lot of persons who have given minds largely to the business of 
making a living and competing with all the new trends, have stopped 
to see, almost suddenly, their spiritual being and their material 


being standing questioningly before them. 
Search Most of these persons are regular church-going indi- 
viduals. Significantly, the annual reports reveal that 
most churches attract anywhere from a third to one-half their 
actual membership. For an unknown percentage of those who 
attend regularly, the attendance is routine. It is the thing to do; 
it does a man-good to be seen in church; a man “feels better” for 
having gone; it is “good business” to be active in church—all these 
are some of the reasons some persons go. 


_ For only a few is the church an intellectual or emotional expe- 
rience. The lot of the Protestant is different and more difficult. 


,If he has no emotional or intellectual attachments, he also does 


not have the deeply impressive, satisfying ritualistic experience of 
oo <n of the mass which comforts his Roman Catholic 
rother. 


. But, for many persons, Protestant and Catholic 
F rustration alike, this is a time of frustration, of deep worry 
and, perhaps, here and there, painful doubting. 

It is mostly devout church people who are hurrying to buy and 
read, in newspapers and books, the wrifings of Dr. Norman Vincent 
Peale, Mon. Fulton J. Sheen, Thomas Merton, Peter Marshall, Ful- 
ton Oursler, H. A. Overstreet, and others. In the main, it is the long- 
time members of the Christian church who are reading “A Guide 
to Confident Living,” “Peace of Soul,” “The Greatest Story Ever 
Told;” “The Seven:Story Mountain,” “Mr. Jones, Meet the Master,” 
“The Mature Mind,” and so on. The latter is, perhaps, the book 
most read by those who are not regular church attendants, and 
it is not, as the others are, a “religious” book. Ministers undoubt- 
edly are doing their own soul searching. Their answer seems to 
be revivals. 


Guide sons read these books, seeking peace of soul, a guide to 
living, an insight into the teachings and mind of Jesus, an escape 
from the pressures of modern living, they are not finding these 
things in their church or in religion as it has been taught and 
revealed to them. It has not been enough. They almost feverishly 
buy books and read religious columns which offer these various 
keys to find peace, comfort and release. 

As good as these books are, and as much as they have helped 
and comforted countless individuals, they are not the answer—and 
their authors, of course, have never offered them as such. 
Seeds So man, however, comforted, is left still looking at the 

two seeds which are in the pod that is man—his material 
self and his spiritual self. The awful fact of. the bomb is above 
him. Neither of the bombs fits into the old patterns. This is some- 
thing new. A new pattern of thought and international politics 
are necessary for both the material man and the spiritual man. 
This we have so far not managed. The effort persists to fit the 
awe-inspiring fact of the atom bomb, and the fearful fear of the 
hydrogen bomb, into the pattern of the heavy bomber dropping 
great bombs such as pulverized European cities; into the pattern 
of the “Big Bertha” which bombarded Paris in World War I; into 
the pattern of poison gas. But they will not fit that pattern. | 

This is the thing that seared a Japanese city; this is a thing 
which is not yet built but for which the atom bomb has been 
demoted to serve as a mere trigger. 


S iritual There are those who keep trying to argue the old 
p spiritual pattern will serve. It won’t. I do not mean 
to say or imply the teachings of Christ will not serve. They will. 
But our old spiritual pattern, which has never yet come close to 
full acceptance of the Christian ideal, will not serve. Revivals, no 
doubt, are fine and helpful to some. But they, too, are the old 
pattern and not the answer. 


That is why, I believe, so many persons feel frustration, doubt 
and fear, and go seeking answers outside their churches. Because, 
you sée, we are up against a world power which is not interested 
in the spiritual power. We face a force which disowns spiritual 
teachings as nothing more nor less than a drug which prevents 
material man from attaining his “proper” place as a cog in a 
supreme state. 

Somehow, to conquer, we have got to merge the power of 
spiritual man with that of the material man. It will require a blend 
of each to win. Spiritual man can stand defenseless in passive 
resistance to the juggernaut of 4 totalitarian state and perhaps be 
remembered by a relatively few as a marytr. But what the world 
must produce is a man in whom the power of the spirit and of 
matter are welded with the Spiritual Man Superior. 

We haven’t yet done that. We can, I think, do it. I believe 
we will. It seems to me that spiritual man is awakening. But 
we could fail to do it. And let’s not think we may fail, lest we 
do. The new pattern is slowly being built—on Christ—but it is 
barely begun and the old methods won’t work.

It might first be said that there are in the 
population a number of people who have at some 
time been pronounced incurably ill by compe- 
tent physicians. But they have recovered to live 
useful, happy lives. : 

Likewise to be considered is the fact that a 
person in a fatal illness may remain conscious 
until the moment of death, and that he may hear 
and understand what is going on long after he is 
unable to make any response. The terror he 
would feel should he realize that he could not 
die naturally can be imagined. 

Another thing is the fact that we are not near- 
ly as merciful as we are selfish, and the desife 
to mercifully kill a person may.be only a sub- 
terfuge for our selfish desire to be spared th 
agony of watching him suffer. ‘ 

Being a medical student, I am naturally jeal- 
ous of the integrity of the medical profession. But 
I do not see the honor of the medical profession 
as the major issue in the rising contention. It 
is a matter of what life is, and why it is. 

My memory is a little hazy and I cannot re- 
call exactly what I thought about this subject 
until the past Summer. At that time it was my 
privilege to serve with a group of 18 college 
students in a Summer work project sponsored by 
the Presbyterian Church. By arrangement with 
State authorities, we were sent to work as rég- 
ular ward attendants at, Philadelphia State Hos- 
pital. Evidently the better buildings were more 
adequately staffed, for most of us were 
to some of the worst. The building where 
worked housed some of the miost unfortunate of 
the hospital’s 6,000 patients.

WASHINGTON—If you paid $2,000 for that shiny new sedan with the whiz- 
ding automatic drive and the supersonic windshield squirter, you only got $1,500 


worth of automobile. 


Everybody feels sorry for you except Uncle Samuel. 


The other $500 went for taxes. 


He .chortles—and slaps an- 


other tax on all the new pieces you have to buy. 


Maybe your luck is better. 


You run the old heap until the engine wears out. 


This you trade 


in on a rebuilt engine and you pay an excise tax on that, though somebody else paid the same tax 


on the same engine in its youth. 

These unhappy statistics the auto men reeled 
off for the benefit of the House ways and Means 
Committee until, as an autoist, I thought I’d 
weep. There is only one way to foil the greed 
of the tax collector when he gets his paws on 
a motorist’s wallet, and that is buy a horse. No 
model changes, no excises, no license fees; noth- 
ing; not even a tax on oats.

Kelvinator Company, was the man who estimated 
that one of his own de luxe Ambassador Airflight 
sedans at $2,000 represented only $1,500 worth of.

He’d like to have the seven percent Federal 
excise tax on automobiles removed, but his prob- 
lem is a simple one compared to that of Dana 
Hudelson, of Champaign, 11. Dana is one of 56 
authorized rebuilders of Ford engines in America. 
' He hates to pay the tax twice on these mo- 
tors, but what really pains him is the fact that 
the ‘tax collectors can’t make up their minds ex- 
actly how much they should nick him. 

“Well, just what is the difference between a 
rebuilt engine and a repaired engine?” inquired 
Rep. Richard M. Simpson, Republican, Pennsy]l- 
vania. 


Hudelson sighed. “No two internal rev- 
enue agents ever have answered that ques- 
tion the same way,” he replied. Sometinies 
they tax him more and sometimes less on 


an old engine block; sometimes the same tax 
collector changes his own mind. 


And that brings us to a small black widget 
with wires leading to it, which fits under the 
hood of every automobile. This is called a voltage 
regulator. It is worth about $10 new, and no- 
body ever pays any attention to it until his head- 
lights go haywire. 

Then he goes to a citizen like Robert E. 
Phelps, the Washington machine and welding 
man, to trade it for a rebuilt regulator. 


“To repair one of these things,” said 
Phelps, “usually takes a 10-cené spring and 
about $2 worth of work. But the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue comes along, says this is 
a man operation, and arbitrarily 
values the old regulator, for which the tax 
already was paid once, at $5. So the cus- 
tomer has to pay a tax on $7.10, when he 
should be taxed on a dime.” 


The same:«thing happens, he said, when he 
regrinds a crankshaft. It is taxed twice. 

“And it’s no more manufacturing anything 
than sharpening a knife,” Phelps lamented. 

Of course, he said, if you want to bring in 
your own car and leave it for three or four days, 
while he puts a new spring in your own voltage 
regulator, there is no tax. 

If this makes sense he’s a (you name it).

When Gov. Talmadge inscribed his sig- 

: nature to the new law providing for State- 

wide Juvenile Courts last week in Georgia, he wrote a 

proud finis to a job undertaken 47 years ago by the Geor- 
gia Federation of Women’s Clubs. 


On hand to witness the moment were Mrs. Gertrude Harris, 
President of the Federation, and Mrs. Z. V. Peterson, Federation 
Legislative Chairman, whose organization has carried the torch for 
“children’s courts” since 1903, and who had spearheaded the re- 
cent drive for Juvenile Courts for all the State in one of the most 
intense pressure campaigns in club history. 

It was last April when the Federation accepted the challenge 
to push for passage of a bill that “all children may be safeguarded, 
so that they may share and contribute to their future.” . Under the 
canny direction of Mrs. Peterson, ace politician and practiced guide 
of many measures, Federation members wrote letters, made news, 
spoke on the radio, led forums, introduced resolutions in civic, 
fraternal, veteran and church groups, distributed leaflets, and in 
their own words, TALKED, TALKED, TALKED. 

Other leading State-wide organizations joined them, in- 
cluding the League of Women Voters, the Georgia Association 

of Women Lawyers, and aid was offered by the Atlanta Bar 

Association and the National Probation and Parole Board. 

With the signature of the bill, Georgia became the fourth or 
fifth State in the Union to provide machinery for State-wide Juve- 
nile Courts ... an obvious step of leadership in protection of its 
youth. 

In July, 1903, the Atlanta Federation of Women’s Clubs peti- 
tioned City Council for the establishment of a children’s court pro- 
viding separate trial for juvenile offenders and for the appointment

of a probation officer under whose care a suspended sentence 
might be given to juvenile offenders under 16 years of age in the 
City of Atlanta. This petition was presented by a committee with 
Mrs. Nellie Peters Black, President of the Federation, as Chairman; 
Mrs. John K. Ottley, Mrs. Joseph N. Moody, Mrs. A. V. Gude, Mrs. 
W. P. Pattillo, Mrs. James H. Gilbert and Dr. Frances Bradley. 
Petition was not granted. 

In January, 1904, Mrs. Robert Emory Park, newly elected Presi- 
dent, led the same committee in another presentation to the Mayor 
and the Atlanta Council, and this time the petition received a 
favorale report. The new system was put into full operation on 
April 5, 1904. -Judge Nash Broyles, an ardent advocate, lost no 
time in setting up the necessary machinery, and Officer J. M. 
Gloer, of the city police force, was appointed as the first proba- 
tion officer in the South. 

The next year the Mayor and a representative of the Atlanta 
Federation shared the joy of Officer Gloer as he “graduated” his 
first class of 19 juvenile offenders under the probation for a num- 
ber of months in his care, with no stigma of any criminal sentence 
upon their future lives. 

Under the new 1950 law, the Governor has been empowered to 
appoint judges for the 23 courts and the requirements are that they 
must have had three years’ active law practice, or other expe 


| rience that would fit them to handle the problems of families and 


children. 
Mrs. Peterson has expressed the hope that there will be 

a representative number of women judges appointed for these 

posts, following in the footsteps of the famous and success- 

ful Judge Camille Kelly, of Memphis. 

“We want thoroughly qualified women, of course,” Mrs. Peter- 
wwe added. “But we know they are available and would do a fine 
job.” 

Lest the Federation appear to seize the full credit for the Juve- 
nile Court Bill, Mrs. Peterson hurried to nominate Pierre Howard, 
Decatur Representative, and Howard Overby, Gainesville Senator, 
for special thanks from the people. They led the fight in the 
Syeroeae Assembly for all the misguided and confused youngsters of

THESE INTERESTING PEOPLE 


Today's Youth Faces Facts 
Says Emma Willard Dean 


Be By BETSY HOPKINS 
~ Today’s prep school youngsters are decidedly more 
mature than those of any other time. 
At least that is the opinion of Miss Clemewell Lay, 
codean of Emma Willard School, in town for the week- 


end as the guest of Mrs. William Creighton, of Smyrna. 

“The constant strain and terrible experience of World War II 
have robbed a lot of our students of their girlhood,” says Miss Lay, 
“but it has also opened their eyes to a lot of things and has taught 
them how to face facts.” 

Because they are growing up in a more serious world, Miss 
Lay believes today’s youngsters should be taught how to get along 
ewith all types. of people, how to better manage themselves, how 
to find out what the good life is and live it and how to be good 
citizens. i . 

Not an ivory towerist in the field of education, Miss Lay believes 
that every theoretical study should be accompanied by actual prac- 
tical experience. She also believes that all historical subjects should 
be taught in the light of today’s thought and today’s problems. 


Such an education, if accompanied by training in moral values 
and religion, “should make the world a happier place to live in,” 
says Miss Lay. ; 

With a keen understanding of the adolescent mind and its mer: 
curial ups and downs, she delights in watching “the profound ego 
as it develops.” 

Although she has an amazingly low percentage of problem girls, 
Miss Lay attributes those problem cases she does have to broken 
homes. 

“Children from such homes are much less secure,” she says. 
“During adolescence they naturally doubt themselves. If they 
don’t have others who are interested in them and boosting them 
up, the doubt is naturally much greater. 

“A generous amount of praise is usually a good cure for these 
girls. That and making them feel part of the group by counseling 
them instead of preaching to them gives them the security they 
lack,” she avows. 

“But I rarely have a problem child,” she added. 

“In fact, I’m right proud of this generation. I have a great deal 
of faith in them: I believe they know how to face issues squarely.”

Answer: In most cases, though 


| perhaps not always. It’s neurotic 


in most cases because the act is 
based on unconscious motives 
and has an unconscious “mean- 
ing.” Typically, it involves a 
person’s taking out on himself 
his rage and resentment at an 
unkind world (and back of that, 
usually unkind parents) for re- 
fusing him the love and security 
he craves, with the secondary

of their treatment of him,

| ly hopeless situation may the 
| suicide be said to “know what 
| he is doing.” 
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Should babies be put to bed 
“on schedule?” 


Answer: Not too rigidly, says 
Dr. Nathaniel Kleitman in The 
Nervous Child. Putting a child 
to bed before he is sleepy tends 
to break up the association be- 
tween the idea of bed and that 
of going to sleep, and may make 


him feel (sometimes correctly) | 


that his parents only want to get 
him out of their way. Resulting 
resentment may keep him 
awake or make him develop fear 
of the dark or of being alone. 
If his lifé during the day has 


, been well-ordered he'll get 


sleepy when the time comes and 
enjoy mens prepared for bed 
ed in.”

Answer: Yes, writes Dr. Roy 
P. Fairfield, of Bates College, 


Education. From high school 
through graduate school there is 
an excessive emphasis on learn- 
ing facts without regard for 
what they mean or for their im- 
plications for life. The result is 
a lack of “perspective” among 
educators, scientists, and even 
politicians. Specialists in each 
field should try to show stu- 
dents what its findings mean 
for other studies—for example, 
what an understanding of the 
average man’s motives means 
for economics.
